Resistance Takes Ne w Forms 

In the face of continuing repression, oppose. ' i 
to the regime is spreading throughout broad se:*.cis 
the population.

In a climate where people can be arrested tc: 
talking on the streets, resistance has bad tc take 
new forms. The symbol of the resistance, a lags 
"R" , has secretly been painted on buildings and 
walls --- a crime punishable by death

Catholic Church-sponsored soup kitchens, are cen- 
ters for semi-legal meetings; tiny leaflets * cr~ a i r - 
ing microscopic lettering ate slipped from hand 
to hand. 


Refugees from Chile describe one way that leaf- 
lets printed clandestinely are disseminated * a Tog 
board is placed on a rooftop extending way eve: 
the edge, and serves as a fulcrum., A pile ci leaf- 
lets are placed on the far end; a bucket cf war-: 
with a hole in the bottom is placed cn the other . 

As the water runs out, the leaflets tall from the 
sky„ And, as Judy Butler put it, "In that sen c e 
the resistance lives and grows"

Over live million women-— one out or every 
seven working women— are ciassitxsd as blue collar 
workers And cut of 28 9 million blue collar 
workers, one of six is a woman 

However, although the term blue collar in;iudes 
skilled and unskilled iab.r r women are still ail but 
invisible m the crafts One Lhnd of blue cciiai 
women workers are still m traditional women's 
industrial work, such as the textile and apparel 
industries And the gap between men’s and women's 
earnings keeps widening, m i 9 7 5 , women were 
earning 57 cents for every dollar earned by men — 
six cents less than ! he year before 

Women are changing to industrial work for 
money and benefits, however, that clerical work 
and service work don’t offer 

"1 had no benefits, wac paying $60 a month 
on my own Blue Cross and getting $ 1 50 an hour 
plus tips," said one waitress turned auto worker 

She now earns $2 Mo e week plus medical and 
vacation benefits for wo king wxth asbestos to 
make brake pads 

"I left waitressing to get security,” she 
said "Now I'll, probably end up getting cancer "
